ications; (2) By such destruction 
of her warplanes and warships that 
she no longer can defend her re- 
maining supply ships -or outlying 
island strongholds; (3) By amphib- 
ious operations which have

tured base after base and so have 
carried us steadily nearer the Phil- 
ippines and Japan itself.

America's growing power and Ja- 
pan's weakness is shown in our 
heavy raids by bomber carriers on 
important Marcus and Wake 
is- 


lands. Only two Japanese war- 
planes were seen, and both were 
destroyed. 
Eugene Burns expects an early 


invasion of the Philippines, from 
which we can attack the Japanese 
in China and on Iheir own islands. 
There's support for this view 
in
